DIES “AT BOLINGBROKE

Long Career of Georgian 
Terminates at Ancestral 
Home in Monroe County. 


BOLINGBROKE, Ga., Jan. 16.— 
(P)—The long career in railroading 
and business of George Dole Wadley 
was terminated by death today at the 
age of 73 in his ~ ancestral home, 
Great Hill Place, here. 

Mr. Wadley was the son of Wil- 
liam Morrill Wadley, the first presi- 
dent of the Central of Georgia rail- 
way. He was born in Washington 
county, Georgia, on November 10, 
1857, and was 13 years of age when 
his father built Great Hill Place 
where he subsequently made his home. 

After early experience in the rail- 
road business as. paymastér of con- 
struction work on what is now the 
Atlantic Coast Line railway in South 
Carolina, and superintendent of con- 
struction on the Columbus and West- 
ern railway, Mr. Wadley went to Mex- 
ico in 1887 as superintendent of con- 
struction of the Mexican National 
railway. He remained a year, but re- 
turned again in 1894 to supervise 
more construction on this line. 

At various times, Mr. Wadley was 
superintendent of construction of the 
Kentucky Union, superintendent of the 
western division of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, general manager of 
the Central of Georgia railway, and 
superintendent and general manager 
of the Waycross Airline. When the 
Waycross Airline was merged into 
what is now the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Coast Line, Mr. Wadley resigned 
and soon afterwards became president 
of the Southern States Cotton Cor- 
poration. Later he was a partner in a 
New York broking firm and subse- 
quently was instrumental in organiza- 
tion of the Citizens’ National bank 
here, since absorbed in a merger. 

Mr. Wadley is survived by a broth- 
er, John E., Wadley, of Waycross; a 
sister, Mrs. Mary Raoul, of Atlanta; 
a daughter, Mrs. William G. Burt, of 
Bolingbroke, and three grandchildren, 
Constance, W. G., Jr., and G. W. D. 
Burt. Funeral services will be held 
tomorrow from the residence. 


Ill Three Years. 


Mr. Wadley had been in bad health 
for three years and had beén critically 
ill since Christmas. 

It was his work in behalf of the 
cotton growers of the south that Mr. 
Wadley attracted most attention § in 
recent years. In 1912 he started a 
cotton holding movement, the South- 
ern States Cotton Corporation being 
established in an effort_to stabilize 
the price of the staple. He was presi- 
dent of the organization. 

Although Mr. Wadley is said to 
have lost a fortune in the enterprise 
when the World War sent the price 
of cotton to a 6-cent level, he lived 
to see the government, through the 
federal-farm'loan board, adopt a sim- 
ilar method of handling the cotton sit- 
uation in the south. 

Mr. Wadley made a trip to Ger- 
formed for the purpose of securing 
finances, arranging for loans there to 
the extent of $300,000,000. This cor- 
poration failed, however, because of 
a technical legal point raised againat 
it by some of the dissatisfied stock- 
holders, it is claimed. 

Though the plan failed, Mr. Wadley 
always declared that the time would 
come when such a method would he 
adopted to save the southern farmers 
from what he termed “ruin.” 

At the funeral, Friday, the active 
pallbearers will be negro employes or 
former employes of the plantation who 
had. known Mr. Wadley for years.

Dak., Jan. 16.—(4) 
Calvin Coolidge is to write a history 
of the United States with an assured 
he ist for 5,000 centuries. 


t is to be brief and terse, and 
although the former president is one of 
the highest paid writers per word, he 
will not receive a cent. 

Mr. Coolidge, according to the Mt. 
Rushmore National Memorial Associa- 
tion, has accepted an invitation to 
write historical data to be engraved 
beside the colossal figures of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Lincoln and Roose- 
velt upon the granite face of the 
Black Hills mountain. Mt. Rushmore 
is near Keystone. 

The history will be Mr. Coolidge’s 
contribution to the memorial which he 
dedicated during his summer vacation 
in the Black Hills in 1927. 

The Coolidge words, 500, or fewer 
if the author chooses to further con- 
dense the life of the country from 
the Declaration of Independence to his 
time, will be-five or more inches deep, 
and high enough to be read miles 
away. . 

Geologists estimate the rate of ero- 
sion on the granite escarpment of Mt. 
Rushmore is an inch in 100, years. 
Unless radical earth changes take 
place, or future progress decrees the 
removal of Mt. Rushmore, the memo- 
rial should endure more than 500,000 
years.

For Treasures 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—( United 
News.)—Alberto Valenzuela Rosell, 
who declares without blushing that he 
is the last survivor of the great Inca 
civilization, sailedxaway today aboard 
the Grace liner Santa Maria, bent 
upon what appears to be the greatest 
treasure hunt in history. 


With two companions Rosell is go- 
ing to South America to drain a 
big lake, he said. In the lake he ex- 
pects to ‘find a huge chain, made of 
solid gold and weighing something over 
two tons. 


But the chain—that is a mere noth- 
ing. ‘The reason Rosell wants the 
chain is because certain directions and 
instructions are engtaved on its links. 
These directions, he said, will lead 
the way to the imperial tombs o 
his ancestors, in which, he declares, 
a —_ find about $500,000,000 in 
gold. 

The great chain of gold, in the old 
days, was hung in the public square, 
Rosell said. When Pizarro and ce 
Spaniards invaded the Inca land, th 
chain was taken down and thrown in 
the lake, after the hieroglyphic direc- 
tions to the tombs were engraved on 
the links. The Inca nation’s wealth 
was stored in the tombs at the same 
time, Rosell explained. 

Rosell’s two companions are Rob- 
ert C. Jackson and Gideon A. Las- 
lay. both of Detroit. 

Rosell says his real name is Ttito 
Cusi and that in addition to being a 
descendant of the ancients, he is an 
inventor of note. He has invented 
a mouse-trap, he said, that would baf- 
fle even Rube Goldberg. The trap is 
unique in that the mouse knows noth- 
ing about the bait until he is already 
inside the trap. Once captured, the 
mouse drops into a compartment and 
receives a piece of cheese, presuma- 
, bly as consolation. Rosell also said

‘CAPPER PROPOSES 


| SINGLE U. S. CODE 


OF DIVORCE LAWS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—( United 
News.)—A uniform federal law to 
regulate marriage and divorce in place 
of the 49 different state laws now 


on the statute books was proposed to- 
day by Senator Capper, republican, 
Kansas. 

Capper introduced in the senate a 
bill proposing such a law and a joint 
resolution proposing a constitutional 
amendment to give the federal govern- 
ment jurisdiction over marriages and 
divorces rather than the states. 

“\ man and woman may be law- 
abiding citizens and their children 
legitimate in a community,” Capper 
said, “and then move a few miles 
away into another community, and 
the man becomes a bigamist, the wom- 
an lives in adultery, and their chil- 
dren under the law have no right to 
bear the father’s name.” 

It would also provide that applica- 
tion for a marriage license must be 
made two weeks before the issuance 
of the license and the application must 
be posted publicly. 

Marriage would be forbidden to the 
feeble-minded; those afflicted with 
epilepsy, insanity or communicable 
disease or those within the first de- 
gree of blood relationship. 

Divorces would only be granted for 
adultery, cruel or inhuman treatment, 
abandonment or failure to provide, in- 
curable insanity or conviction of an 
infamous crime.

Naval Strength Compared. 

At present the American navy is 
stronger than the combined navies of 
all the nations of,Europe, not includ- 
ing Great Britain The British navy 
is, however, still larger than that of | 
the United States. For three hundred | 
years the British Empire supported | 
the principle of supremacy of the seas. 
The British Empire cofitains one- 
quarter of the population of the globe. 
British colonies touch every water. 
England must import four-fifths of its 
food. Once British communications 
are cut, the people of England will 
|starve and the British Empire will 
‘fall apart. Consequenthy, the British 
i|people have regarded maintenance of 
| the supremacy of the seas as a matter 
'of self-preservation. 

Nevertheless, at the end of the) 
World War, the British government ' 
came to realize that the Dnited States | 
was rich enough to outbuild any other! 
government in a naval race; and the 
British people came to realize that | 
because of the cultural and historic | 
ties between the two countries, war 
with the United States was simply out 
of the question. Consequently at the 
Washington conference, called by 
President Harding in 1921, the Brit- 
ish empire voluntarily abandoned its 
historic principle of supremacy of the 
seas and accepted a position of pari- 
ay with the United States as far as 
battleships are concerned. 

To End Cruiser Race. 

Unfortunately, however, the Wash- 
ington conference failed to reach any 
agreement limiting the tonnage of so- 
called auxiliary craft; that is, cruis- 
ers, destroyers and submarines. Since | 
1922 the danger of naval competi- 
tion between Great Britain and the) 
United States over the unregulated | 
auxiliary craft has increased; par- 
ticularly the large 10.000-ton 
cruisers. In 1924 Great’ Britain, 
France, Japan, all laid down this 
new type of vessel. The United States 
authorized such construction during 
the same year. 

One of the purposes of the forth- 
coming London conference will be to 
bring to an end this competition over 
cruiser construction. Careful prepa- 
ration for this end has already been 
made. As a rekult of the negotiations 
between the American and British 
governments, culminating in the visit 
of Prime Minister MacDonald to 
President Hoover last October, it has 
been tentatively decided that the Brit- 
ish government after 1936 will main- 
tain a fleet of 50 cruisers having a 
total tonnage of 339,000 tons. 


Fifteen of these cruisers will be large 
eight-inch gun cruisers; thirty-five 
will be small six-inch gun cruisers. 
The United States on the other hand 
may maintain a fleet of 36 cruisers 
having a total tonnage of 315,000 
tons. Of these, the United States 
wishes to maintain 21 eight-inch gun 
cruisers. The British government de- 
sires, however, that the United States 
should have only 18. 

Pathway to Disarmament. 

In other words, the only difference 
left to he decided at London over the 
Anglo-American cruiser question con- 
eerns three large cruisers. Under the | 
above arrangements, the British em- 
pire will have the right to n.aintain a 
larger cruiser tonnage than the 
United States, but the United States 
will have the right to maintain a larg- 
er number of eight-inch gun cruisers 
than Great Britain. Both governments 
believe that the two cruiser fleets di- 
vided along these lines will be sub- 
stantially equal in combat strength. 


If the difference over these cruisers 
is accepted at London and if the above 
arrangement is embodied in a treaty, 
the possibility of naval rivalry be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain will come to an end. 

Such an arrangement will not mean 
naval reduction, however. On the con- 
trary, it will oblige the United States

On next Tuesday the delegates of 
five nations will assemble in the his- 
toric royal gallery of the house cof 
lords in London. ‘The five nations are 
the United States, the British empire, | 
Japan, France and Italy. Their pur- 
ose in meeting in London is two- 
fold : (1) To stop impending naval 
rivalry; (2) To bring about real 
armament reduction, thus making pws- 
sible the lowering of taxes. 

During 1929 the United States ap- 
propriated for its navy nearly $9%75,- 
000,000, in comparison with $274.000,- 
(00 appropriated by Great Britain. 
President Hoover recently stated that 
unless a reduction agreement was 
reached at London, the United States 
over the next six years would be 
obliged to expend the sum of $1,200,- 
000,000 upon naval construction. This 
sum represents more than half the 
federal income tax collected last year. 


U. S. Must Keep Prepared. 


While the American government 
wishes to secure naval reduction, it 
also wishes to safeguard the inter- 
ests of the American people at home 
and abroad. It is willing to disarm 
only if other nations are willing to do 
so. With the possible exception of 
(;reat Britain, the United States has 
become the strongest financial and 
economic power in the world. It has 
a population much larger than that 
of any state in Europe, excluding Rus- 
sia. Its foreign investments reach the 
stupendous sum of $15.000,000,000: in 
1925 its foreign trade nearly equalled 
that of the United Kingdom. 

Branch factories of American cor- 
porations are being established in 
nearly every important country in the 
world. Although the United States is 
more self-sufficient than many coun- 
tries, its factories rely upon many 
foreign sources of supply. 

The American businessman imports 
such minerals as asbestos, tin and 
nickel. He imports such raw mate- 
rials as rubber and silk. ‘The last 
World War hampered American 
foreign trade seriously; and congress 
has resolved that in order to protect 
our vast interests in the event of an- 
other war the United States should

The Lame. 


Much interest has been aroused by the 
unexpected arrival in Constantinople 
of Ismail Hakki Pasha, the lame, 
whose very name fills with hatred 
many of those who suffered hardship 
during the great war, according to a 
London paper. He was at that time 
director of supplies, equipment and 
transport. In this capacity he im- 
pounded without distinction anything 
on which he could lay hands. Mer- 
chants lived in perpetual fear of see- 
ing their shops emptied, for his requi- 
sition extended even to garments for 
women and children. Sometimes he 
blundered. Once he requisitioned a 
motor car sent by the kaiser to Enver 
Pasha. Another time he offered to 
Liman von Sanders, on the occasion 
of a visit to the Dardanelles, a chest 
of six bottles of wine, which happened 
to come froin parcels addressed from 
Germany to the general. On the eve 
of the signature of the armistice of 
Mudros, Ismail Hakki disappeared. 
Since that time he has not lived in 
Turkey. Passions have not yet sub- 
sided. The “Aksham” and the “Po- 
litika” recall his activities during the 
war, and make him personally respon- 
sible, not only for the famous requisi- 
tion raids, but also for the clay-like 
bread Stamboul they had to eat. It 
should, however, be said that he suc- 
ceeded in feeding the Turkish army 
under the most difficult conditions.

Lived Long, and Well, and Busily. 

Ben Franklin was humbly born in 
Boston on the 17th of January, 1706. 
He lived into his 84th year, falling on 
peaceful death in Philadelphia, his 
long-time home, on the 17th of April, 
T90, 

He was first apprenticed by a ship 
chandler, but later entered the print- 
er’s shop of his brother to learn that 
craft. He had a passion for work 
and was scarcely ever idle. He worked 
as a printer in New York and Phila- 
delphia, and made a sojourn in Lon- 
don to perfect himself in the details 
of his trade. 

In 1728 he established in Philadel- 
phia the Pennsylvania Gazette, a 
weekly journal of news, literature and 
philosophy, of which the “Saturday 
Evening Post” of today boasts itself 
as the legitimate successor. 

In 1732 he began to publish “Poor 
Richard's Almanac,” which is still fa- 
mous as the amber in ‘which is im- 
bedded much of his homely and prac- 
tical wisdom. 

. * * 

His Versatility Was Amazing. _ 

The versatility of the spirit and 
mind of Franklin was amazing to all 
who came into contact with him. In 
the fields’ of literature, philosophy, 
practical science, diplomacy and state- 
craft he was the constant wonder of 
his times, 

In the European courts where he 
represented his country in obtaining 
nid for our revolution, in making 
peace with England, and in other im- 
portant negotiations, he was honored 
by kings, courtiers and literati, and to 
the noble women of France and Eng- 
land he shone as a peerless paragon 


and it was he who seduced the light- 
ning from the clouds which Morse 
afterwards “taught to speak the Eng- 
lish language,” and that now speaks 
all the tongues of men. And he in- 
vented the lightning rod, for which all 
lightning rod agents should build him 
an extra monument. 
. 


No Need to Repeat His History. 

There is no need to repeat here the 
long and eventful record of Franklin's 
unrivaled life. It may fairly be as- 
sumed that most of the shigh school 
students of America can rehearse its 
salient incidents, and if there are 
grown-ups who do not know Frank- 
lin’s record they still have a liberal 
education coming to them. 

Next to the name of Washington 
the name of Franklin figures ! the 
titles of more counties, towns, schools, 
banks awd other public organizations 
than that of any other American. 

Twenty-three states of the Union 
have both Washington and Franklin 
counties. Nine states have a Wash- 
ington county and none named for 
Franklin, while two states, Massa- 
chusetts and Washington, have each 
a Franklin county and no Washing- 
ton county. And nearly every one 
of the 48 states have towns named 
for both Washington and Franklin. 


One of His Great Works. 


All the historians who have evaluat- 
ed the great work performed by the 
constitutional convention at Philadel- 
phia in 1787, which made the charter 
of the American Union of states, have 
accorded a foremost influence in the 
convention to Franklin, the sage, who 
was then 81 years old—the most ven- 
erable and venerated figure in that 
distinguished body. 

Oftentimes, it was afterwards re- 
vealed, the men of the convention were 
confused and almost ready to quit 
their endeavor, but Franklin was a 
consummate pacifier and recomposed 


‘them to their solemn undertaking. 


Bryce, the English diplomat, said 
of the convention: “In that group 
were three men—Washington, Frank- 
lin and Hamilton—whose fame be- 
longs to the history of the world!” 

And another historian wrote: “Tried 
by ‘the arduous greatness of things 
done,’ no greater man or nobler figure 
ever stood in the forefront of a na- 
tion's life than Benjamin Franklin !”

Proud of Our Patron Saint. 


So we printers have a patron saint 
second to none in the temples of 
civilization and of whom our craft 
will be justly proud through all the 
coming tides of time. 

Franklin was at one time believed 
to have symnathy with the free think- 
ers of France, but Rev. George Whit- 
field, of blessed memory in Georgia, 
convinced him of the divinity of the 
religion of Jesus—and hence Whit- 
field’s heroic statue stands dominant 
on the campus of the University of 
Pennsylvania, of which Franklin was 
a founder. 

Earlier in Atlanta’s history we had 
a Franklin society and were accus- 
tumed to celebrate this day with pub- 
lie ceremonies. Why we have lost 
our society to perpetuate his virtues 


of stately gallantry.

Eastern Republicans Join 


Democrats To Defeat 
Increase. 


BY HAROLD OLIVER.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(4)— 
The senate, by a vote of 48 to 33, 
today refused to grant higher tariffs 
on sugar as proposed by the finance 
committee republicans and approved 
a democratic proposal to retain exist- 
‘ng rates, 

The vote was reached after a week 
vi debate on an item regarded as tlie 
most important in the tariff bill. It 
placed the senate on record by a sur- 
prisingly comfortable margin in favor 
of an amendment by Senator Harri- 
'son, democrat, Mississippi, to maintain 
the present duty of 1.76 cents a pound 
on Cuban raw sugar and 2.20 cents 
against other countries. 

The finance committee majority had 
recommended a rate of 2.20 cents on 
Cuban sugar and 2.75 cents on sn¢ar 
{rom other nations, while the heuse 
bill provides rates of 2.40 and 3 ecoents, 
respectively. 

The differences between the hovse 
rates and those in existing law will 
have to be ironed out in conference. 
Whether the house will consent to the 
senate’s action is highly doubtful. 
Sizeable blocs on each side of that 
chamber favor a higher sugar duty. 


Vote Is Close. 


On today’s vote 18 républicans, 
half of them regarded as regulars, 
joined 29 democrats and the one farm- 
er-labor senator, Shipstead, of Minne- 
sota, in supporting the Harrison 
amendment. Foug democrats bruke 
away from their party to join 34 re- 
publicans against it. 

The surprise came in the large num- 
ber of republican regulars from the 
east voting for existing levies. All 
factions were known to have been 
split and did split on the final roll 
call, but the Harrison democrats, who 
were counting on the eastern repunlic- 
ans to win for them, did not expec £0 
many from these ranks to support 
them. 

Also, the republican regulars fa- 
voring an increase had predicted a 
greater number of democrats tb ote 
with them. Democrats who did cup- 
port them were Senators Broussard 
and Ransdell, Louisiana; Kendcick, 
Wyoming, and King, Utah. 

The republican independents, who 
have combined with the democrats in 
opposing increases in all but agricul- 
tural tariffs, broke on the issue. Sen- 
ators Borah, Idaho; Norris, Ne»ras- 
ka, and La Follette, Wisconsin, looked 
upon as leaders, voted ior present 
rates and Senators Nye and # razier, 
North Dakota, and Howell, N-:#ras- 
ka, opposed them.

Repre- 
sentative Howard, democrat, Ne- 
braska, called the action to the 
house’s attention as a notable step 
in defending. the integrity of the 
house and its independence of action. 
He read a resolution of commendation 
which he did not introduce, took the 
unusual action of. asking his col- 


leagues if they favored it, and then 
announced to the speaker that the 
“resolution .was adopted.” It really 
wasn’t. of course, but the demonstra- 
tion that went with it served as a 
notable demonstration of the fealty of 
the house members, wets and drys 
alike, to Longworth in his defense 
of the house’s absolute independence.

SHANGHAI, China, Jan. 16.— 

Changes of a revolutionary ‘nature af- 

fecting American and other imports 

to China by which the Nanking gov- 
ernment hopes to stabilize financial 
ronditions in the eountry, are an- 

nounced by Finance Minister T. V. 

Soong, who declares that owing to 

tlepreciation in the value of silver the 

government gold payments have in- 
creased 60 per cent. 

In view of this and other facts 
Minister Soong announces that begin- 
ning February 1 customs duties on 
imports from abroad will be collected 
on a godid basis, through other cus- 
toms dues and charges will continue 
to be collected as heretofore. 

Until now, China’s customs have 
been collected on the basis of the 
fluctuating Haikwan tael (not an 
actual coin but a unit of calculation). 
By the new system the tael will be 
discontinued, says Minister Soong in 
his statement, and a new gold unit, 
worth 60.1866 centigrams pure gold, 
will be used instead. Asserting that 
“this unit will therefore be equival- 
ent to 40 cents gold, or 19.7265 pence 
sterling or 0.8025 yen,” he continues: 

“In converting specific rates to a 
gold basis, the approximate average 
rate of exchange for the last quarter 
of 1929 wil] be used from February 
1 to March 15 of 1930. On and after 
March 16, the approximate rate of 
exchange fot the month of January, 
1929, will bd used.” 

The Haikwan tael from February 1 
to March 15 will be converted to the 
new unit on the basis of one tael 
equal to 1.50 of the new unit, where- 
as heginning March 16 it will be on 
the basis of 1.75 of the new unit. Dol- 
lars, taels and other currencies will 
he received as payment for duties. 
Mr. Soong further says: 

“The rates at which such curren- 
cies will be accepted in payment of 
duties as expressed in terms of the 
new unit will be officially announced 
from time to time.” 

Three days’ notice will be given in 
event of a change in the rates, but 
no attempt will be made to follow 
daily exchange fluctuations, although 
the rates will closely approximate the 
market rates between the local and 
gold standard currencies. 

Minister Soong affirms that the 
new bagis of conversion will not be 
unduly favorable to the government, 
saying: 

“In view of the fact that such in- 
creases in duties as may result after 
March 16 would in most cases be only 
2 or 3 per cent of the value of the 
imported goods and would be even 
less on the basis to be in effect be- 
tween February 1 and March 15, this 
new order should have no appreciable 
effect upon trade.”

GENERAL CUMMING 
TELLS OF POTTAGOSIS 


U. S. Surgeon-General Says 
Old Bird, Pets Not 
Dangerous. 


BY HUGH 8S. CUMMING, M. D. 
Surgeon General, United States Public 
Health Service. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16:—(United 
News.)—With 11 deaths and 60 iil- 
nesses reported from parrot feyer, the 
public health service is making every 
effort to isolate the psittacosis germ 
and prevent further spread of the dis- 
ease. 

I have assigned Dr. Charles Arm- 
strong, noted epidemiologist and one 
of the few physicians in the United 
States who has had any actual ne at 
rience with psittacosis, to devote his 
whole time to tracing out the origin 
of the cases involved in the present 
outbreaks. 

Our bactegiologists are working 
overtime to isolate the psittacosis or- 
ganism to determine whether those 
afflicted actually have been infected 
by psittacosis. 

One of the greatest obstacles con- 
fronting physicians is the lack’ o 
knowledge of the disease. 

Few people are familiar with the 
germ which causes psittacosis. 

Numbers of outbreaks have been re- 
ported in the past in different parts 
of the world. The death rate always 
has been high. 

We know that people who have @ied 
of parrot fever have had pneumonia, 
but we are unable to say whether 
pneumonia or psittacosis was the di- 
rect cause of the deaths. We do know 
that psittacosis affects the intestines 
and this symptom has been noted in 
many of the recent cases reported. 

I cannot over-emphasize the impor- 
tance of the knowledge to be gaine 
fron®the present outbreaks. They are 
widespread and everyone Who has pur- 
chased a parrot in recent weeks is vi- 
tally affected. 

I do not, however, wish to cause un- 
due-alarm. 

Those who have owned parrots for 
vyears—parrots that have been in a 
healthy condition—need have little 
fear that they will be subject to the 
disease. 

All the parrots blamed for the pres- 
ent psittacosis outbreaks, according to 
our information, were imported last 
month. Whether the birds carried 
the germs into this country or became 
infected after they arrived is still to 
be determined. I hope Dr. Armstrong's 
research, together with results of in- 
vestigations now being made in New 
York, will provide the answer. 

No cases reported so far have been 
caused by parrots that have been in 
the family for any length of time.

What I have been looking for since 
reaching London is evidence of in- 
sincerity in responsible quarters.

Neither have I} 
found anybody of first-rate compe- | 
tence who suspects any. It appears to 
be the bebief of all who ought to! 
know that honesty, a sense of respon- | 
sibility, a desire to achieve success |

REVEALED BY N. B.C.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A 
glimpse behind the microphones was 
given by M. H. Aylesworth, presi- 
dent of the National Broadcasting 
Company which distributes programs 
to 73 radio stations throughout the 
United States. 

Aylesworth’s information, some of 


which he said “probably will cost me 
a lot of money,” was given to the 
senate interstate commerce commit- 
tees, which is conducting hearings to 
decide the feasibility of setting up a 
commission to regulate radio, cable, 
telegraph and telephone systems of 
the United States. 

Radio musicians are paid $1,000,- 
000 a year, Aylesworth said, and his 
company pays more than $3,000,000 
annually for the telegraph wires used 
in chain broadcasts. 

The first year the N. B. C. was 
in business it lost $800,000, but last 
year became self-sustaining. Other 
information about his company given 
by Aylesworth follows: 

No censorship is exercised over 
what speakers, political or othgrwise, 
say over the air. 

Last fall’s world series broadeasts 
were given client stations free of cost. 
Football broadcasts were paid for but 
may be put on the free list next sea- 
son. 

The Radio Corporation of America 
holds half the B. C, stock, the 
other half being divided between 
General Electric and Western Elec- 
tric. 

Aylesworth plans to borrow $1,000,- 
000 and lend $600,000 of it to the 
proposed Radio Music Company to 
give broadcasters music of their own. 
The talking movies, by contracting 
with music writers, forced N. B, C, 
to organize the Radio Music Company 
in order to be sure of haying music 
for the air. N. B. C. does not intend 
to compete with the movies to obtain 
song writers, but rather to go into 
the publishing ‘business and obtain 
copyrights ef its own.

Aylesworth said that “the problem 
of cleared channels is the heart of 
better service, especially. for the mil- 
lions on farms and ranches.” 

“While it may not be the best busi- 
ness policy to say so at this time, 
our engineers are now and for a long 
time have been working toward syn- 
chronization in the hope that the 
present traffic jam on the air will 
eventually be relieved. 

Aylesworth said federal control of 
broadcasting rates was “ridiculous.’ 

“It would be just as feasible to 
regulate the rates charged newspaper 
and magazine advertisers,” he said. 
“We don’t consider ourselves a pub-

TO CHANGE STYLE 
OF RADIO TALKS 


SHREVEPORT, La., Jan. 16.—(?) 
W. K. Henderson, operator of radio 


station KWKH here, today telegraph- 


ed Congressman John Sandlin, of 
Louisiana, that in order to preserve 
harmony in fis radio audience he 


had decided in the future to refrain 
from using “damn” and “hell” in 
his radio talks against chain stores, 
though he did not consider these words 
profane as Senator Dill charged.

SUPREME COURT 
ASKED TO PASS 


ON RADIO ACT | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Q)— 
The supreme court was asked today 
by the seventh circuit court of arveals, 
in a case from Chicago, to pass on 
the constitutionality of the federal ra- 
dio act. 

Using a case brought by Clinton R. 
White, operating station WCRW at 
Chicago, as the basis for its inquiry 
the circuit court asked the supreme 
court to decide whether a persen who 
operated a radio station prior to the 
enactment of the radio act of 1927 had 
the right to continue to operate with 
the power that was being used.

Now in the case of Stribling, who 
ordinarily takes part in from 25 to 
40 bouts a year, it was found he 
had engaged in several others from 
the time the books went te press to} 
the first of the next year. Conse- 
auently, the following year the pub- 
lisher’s record did not include those 
bouts, as his plate only contained the 
bouts up to the time of going to press, 
and it was impossible to add them on. 
In that way, each year, almost any 
fighter who takes on bouts around 
the last of the year is almost sure 
to have them left out.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16. —()—The 
struggle for control of the price trend 
on the stock market was intensified 
today and sales of more than 3,000,000 
shares were piled up for the first time 
this year. Stocks moved irregularly 
higher during the early hours of the 
session but sold off in the last hour, 
and the majorit 7 of the more active 
shares closed off 1 to 4 points, a re- 
versal of yesterday’s movement. 


Bears shifted their point of attack 
from Montgomery Ward to Radio, de- 
pressing this erstwhile bull vehicle 

1-2 points to 38. Coppers, motors 
and oils also sagged in response to 
rather unfavorable trade reports. The 
utilities, however, were in urgent de- 
mand during the major part of the 
day, and while closing substantially 
below the day’s best levels generally 
ended the session moderately higher. 
Several important industrials were bid 
substantially higher, only to lose their 
gains before the close. 

Rate Unchanged. 


Hopes of a lower rediscount rate 
were dashed for another week. The 
Bank of England retained its 5 per 
cent rate and therefore the New York 
reserve bank naturally made no fur- 
ther reduction in its rate of 4 1-2 
per cent. The weekly statements of 
central banks both here and abroad, 
however, showed considerable improve- 
ment. For the first time in months 
the Bank of England’s gold reserve 
was above the minimum set by the 
Cunliffe commission, and advices from 
London indicated that a lower rate 
was only a matter ofweeks. The 
-federal reserve system’s condition 
statement disclosed a marked reduc- 
tion in rediscounting with the passing 
of the year-end demands, lifting its 
reserve ratio to 75.4 per cent, com- 
pared to 67 a year ago. 


Money rates continued fairly easy. 


and again dropped to 4. Time money 
was dull but continued to show an 
easier tone. Improvement in credit 
conditions is reflected by the fact that 
bond offerings this week are the larg- 
est for any peace-time week.
